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INPLAMMATORTY DISTEMPERS. 


KEXKO many theories have been formed re- 
S J lative to Fevers, and ſo many various 
N methods have been propoſed for their 
cure, in different ages of the world, that no volume 
; would contain all that has been written upon theſe 
ſubjects; and it has happened unfortunately, that 
every ſyſtem, however inconſiſtent with common 
ſenſe, and every mode of practice, however un- 
ſucceſsful, has, nevertheleſs, found its patrons and 
defenders; undoubtedly becauſe in every me- 
thod, the ſpontaneous recovery of thoſe patients 
who have eſcaped merely by the force of nature, 
B has 
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| has been frequently aſcribed to the medicines ex- 


hibited, and the regimen enjoined, however un- 
likely both may have been to produce ſuch an 
effect. If this was not the caſe, theories would 
expire in their infancy for want of ſucceſs, and be 
never more heard of, unleſs ſome extraordinary 
genius ſhould happen to revive them in after- 
ages. For, of all the theories and ſyſtems that 
have been invented, one only can be right; and it : 
is far from being agreed which that one is: and I 
am very certain, that ſucceſs in the cure of diſtem- 
pers has not yet determined it; for if it had, That, 
it is reaſonable to think, would have prevailed over 


all the reſt. 


Tux Hippocratic method of treating fevers has 


been embraced by the moſt eminent practitioners, 


and has this remarkable circumſtance in its favour, 
that if it ſhould happen to do the patient no ſer- 
vice, it is at leaſt not fo likely to be injurious as 
many others that have been ſince in vogue. Its 
oreat author aſſerts, that it is nature which cures 
diſtempers, by a concoction of the humours ; by 
which he means their preparation for a ſubſequent 

diſcharge out of the body, by ſome ſpontaneous 


* evacuation. This diſcharge of humours brought 


about by nature, or the vital powers, is the criſis 
ſo much celebrated by the ancient phyſicians, and 
ſo little attended to by the moderns, a very few 

E | only 
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only excepted. In conſequence of this doctrine, 
a phyſician was principally to watch the motions 
of nature; and by no means diſturbing her in her 
operations of concocting and expelling the hu- 
mours, by attempting any thing of conſequence, was 
only permitted to prevent, if poſſible, by a proper 
regimen, thoſe accidents which he foreſaw might 
happen and prove dangerous; or to aſſiſt nature 
by gentle means, to complete this critical diſ- 
charge when begun, provided her own force was 
inſufficient for this ſalutary purpoſe. 


Tunis method, however rational, juſt, and pre- 
ferable to moſt others ſince propoſed, is neverthe- 
| leſs liable to many objections: for, in purſuance 
hereof, there is but little room for a phyſician to 
act; inſomuch that, in violent diſorders where the 
greateſt aſſiſtance is wanted, the leaſt, or none at 
all, can be afforded. And it we judge of it by the 
ſucceſs of its author, in thoſe caſes, of which he 
has given us hiſtories, we ſhall be inclined to en- 
tertain no great opinion. of it; for the patients 
generally died. Aſclepiades was ſo ſenſible of 
this, that he called ludicrouſly the practice of his 
predeceſſors, 4 Meditation on Death. And-it muſt 
be confeſſed, that a phyſician thus confined bears 
too near a reſemblance to the ſpectator of a tra- 
gedy, who ſpoils all if he attempts to interfere. 
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Tais the illuſtrious Sydenham ſeems in ſome. 

meaſure to have underſtood, when, in his latter 
, writings, he recommends bleeding and purging ass 

the moſt effectual cure for fevers ;/ though it ap- 


- pears by his former works that his firſt practice 
was formed nearly upon the model of that of 


' Hippocrates... And experience evinces, that more 
recover under the treatment laſt propoſed by the 


above-mentioned author, than under any other, 
and that in a ſhorter time, and with much leſs 
trouble to the patient, provided the cure is at- 
tempted before the diſeaſe has made too much 
havock in the conſtitution, and the evacuations are 


conducted with prudence, and carried on to a point 


ſufficient to anſwer the end, and no farther, But 
the procraſtination of patients, and the fatal miſ- 


conduct of thoſe uſually firſt conſulted on theſe 
melancholy occaſions, render it difficult for a phy- 
ſician to practiſe this method to any advantage, 


becauſe he is ſeldom called upon till the conſtitu- 
tion is nearly ruined, either by the progreſs of the 
diſtemper, or by errors at that time irretrievable. 
This, however, is certain, that, whatever be the 


cauſe, many patients miſcarry even under this 


treatment, perhaps more than recover, if the 
diſtemper riſes to a degree at all formidable. 


THERE is ſomething too ridiculous in many of 
the modern theories, and the practices founded 
| | thereon,

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| thereon, to deſerve conſideration. I muſt, how- 
ever, juſt take notice, that ſome have fancied a 
kind of Genius preſiding over the animal ceconomy, 
that excites or allays diſtempers, as it happens to 
be in a good or bad humour; others have diſ- 
covered a kind of inflammation or exploſion of 
the animal ſpirits; others, a latent poiſon or ma- 
lignity in the ſame animal ſpirits, the blood, or 
wherever they pleaſed to fix it; whilſt others, again, 
have unmercifully ſtigmatized the nerves for 
faults of which they are perfectly innocent. And 
to ſuch equally abſurd and unintelligible cauſes, 
fevers; and all their conſequences, have been 
aſcribed." However theſe theoriſts may differ as 
to the cauſes of fevers, they are pretty well agreed 
vith reſpect to practice; for moſt of them have 
been of opinion, that the inflammation of the 
animal ſpirits was to be diſcuſſed ; that this latent 
poiſon or malignity was to be expelled through 
the cutaneous pores, or that the nerves were to be 
warmed and ſtimulated; and all theſe ends were to 
be anſwered by heating ſudorifics and warm cor- 
dials. In conſequence of theſe ſpeculations, the 
patient was to be confined to a warm bed, in a hot 
room, and was to take, every third and fourth 
hour, ſudorific boles and powders, with draughts 
and juleps; beſides, perhaps, cordial drops in the 
intervals. But this method is attended with greater 
inconveniences than any other; for the patient 
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very ſoon becomes exceſſively hot, thirſty, and 
reſtleſs, whilſt his tongue grows every hour more 
dry and diſcoloured, his urine crude and pale, or 
ſomerimes high-coloured and turbid, without any 
regular ſeparation z and convullive twitchings and 
a delirium, frequently terminating in a coma, or 
lethargic diſpoſition, cloſe the laſt ſcene and the 
patient's eyes for ever. And it makes no great 
difference with reſpect to the event, whether the 
patient ſweats or not, except that ſweats thus ex- 
torted deprive the blood of its moſt fluid part, 
which would otherwiſe dilute it, and render it 
more eaſily moveable through the veſſels, and 
are only ſerviceable, as they accelerate the re- 
leaſe of the patient from the triple torture of 
his diſtemper, the medicines, and bliſters, which 
Jaſt are uſually laid on with the utmoſt profuſion, 
in order to obviate or remove thoſe ſymptoms 
which may | ſometimes be_ inſeparable from the 
diſorder, but are more frequently excited, or, at 
leaſt, increaſed, by the treatment above-mentioned, 
Though I muſt confeſs, that ſome few are fo 
happy in an unextinguiſhable ſtrength of conſti- 
tution, that they even at laſt miraculouſly re- 
cover, 


I BELIEVE it will be allowed, that in all natural 
operations a certain degree of heat is required, to 
the perfection of the intended production; and 

| that

that an exceſs or deficiency of this neceſſary heat 
fruſtrates the intentions of nature, and renders her 
deſigns abortive. That this is the caſe with re- 
ſpect to the production of every animal and every 
* vegetable upon the face of the earth, I need take 
no pains tò demonſtrate. But to come nearer the 
point I have in view, {kilful ſurgeons obſerve, that 
matter cannot be formed in a tumor, without a 
degree of heat ſufficient for the purpoſe; that a 
defect induces a ſchirrhus or cold tumor; a re- 
dundance, a mortification. Hippocrates and Sy- 
denham ſeem to regulate their practice by a parallel 
ſyſtem. They were convinced that a limited time, 
and a certain degree of heat, were neceſſary to 
bring about a concoction or reſolution of the hu- 
mours which excited a fever, and therefore em- 
ployed themſelves principally to regulate that hear, 
and keep it up to ſuch a ſtandard, that, on the one 
hand, the vital powers might not languiſh, and 
leave the ſalutary work of concoction incomplete 
and, on the other, that the exorbitant motion of 
the humours might not injure any of the vital 
parts, induce thoſe ſymptoms which are now 
called ſometimes malignant, ſometimes nervous, 
and deſtroy the patient by an excels of thoſe means 
which nature meant for his relief, 


Tur phyſician, therefore, who ſhculd attempt” 
do cure a feyer, by exciting a heat greater than js

required for the purpoſe of concoction, would be 
guilty of an error equal to that of a houſewife, 
who ſhould endeavour to anticipate: the term of 
incubation, by boiling her eggs with a view of 
producing chicken more expeditiouſly. 


AnoTHER, and that the moſt common method 
of treating fevers, may properly be called the 
eclectic, or rather trimming method. In this the 
perſon to whoſe care the patient is committed, 
| bleeds, and perhaps repeats it more than once, or 

is bold enough to venture upon one or more 
Se, but, at the ſame time, he fruſtrates his 
- own good intentions, by repeating every three or 
four hours nervous cordials, and warm ſudorifics ; 
not conſidering that ſweats, which are not ſponta- 
neous, but extorted, generally prove ſymptoma- 
tical and noxious, inſtead of being critical and 
ſalutary. This is doing ſomething worſe than 
nothing; for, if bleeding - and evacuations are 
Tight, heating and nervous medicines, which are 
the reverſe, muſt neceſſarily be wrong, and vice 
verſa, So that the good effects which might. be 
expected from either are prevented by the oppoſite 
treatment; and the patient is at laſt obliged. to 
-purchaſe a very unequal chance for his life, at 
the expence of half his {kin torn off with bliſters, 
with a degree of pain ſcarcely tolerable, unleſs he 
has the good fortune to be out of his ſenſes; and 

even. 
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even then it is impoſſible for any one, who has 
not been delirious in a fever, to conceive the 
agonies that are felt. | 


Bur, upon the whole, the infinite perplexity 
and uncertainty of theories, and the unſettled 
| Nate of practice founded thereon, have induced 
the wiſeſt, the beſt, and the moſt honeſt phyſicians 
in all ages, to lament. the defects in their pro- 
feſſion, and ardently wiſh for ſome medicine, or 
{ome method, which would anſwer their purpoſes 
in the treatment of feyers with greater -certainty 
and expedition. . | 
I $8#aLL now, therefore, give ſome account of 
a medicine I have uſed, and the methods I have 
purſued with uncommon ſucceſs, for the cure of 
the yery worſt and moſt dangerous of theſe diſtem- 
pers. And if they thould be found by future, as 
they have almoſt conſtantly by the paſt, experi- 
ence, to extirpate theſe terrible diſorders, without 
hazard, in a very few days, generally in a very 
few hours, and in ſuch a manner as to give the 
patient yery little trouble, I ſhall think a cure 
thus brought about anſwers very well to the rule 
of Celſus, when he tells us it ſhould be performed 
futo, celeriter, & jucunde; ſafely, expeditiouſly, 
and agreeably. | ; 


Is 
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In treating this ſubje&, I ſhall by no means 
enter into theoretical diſquiſitions, but rather reſt 
the whole upon experience, as of more weight 
than all the ſyſtems in the world. And, as the 
Hiſtories of Caſes ſer experience in the ſtrongeſt 
light, I ſhall relate ſome of a very extraordinary 
nature, to the truth of which I can bring ſuffi- 
cient teſtimony, whenever I am called upon to do 


it. In the mean time, as there may be ſome 


whoſe lucrative views may tempt them to perſe- 
cute me, and the method JI propoſe, with all the 
detraction and falſhood that may be expected from 
ſelf-intereſt and unprovoked malice, theſe I ſhall 


adviſe to ſave themſelves a good deal of unneceſ- 
 fary trouble; and, as Gamaliel ſaid to the Jewiſh 


magiſtrates, upon a more important occaſion,

3 The Cas E of Miſs EcCLEs. 


ON Wedneſday the 18th of March, 1748, I was 
directed by a lady of diſtinction in Weſtminſter, to 
attend Miſs Eccles, at her brother-in-Jaw's, Mr. Hodges, 


dat the Peacock in Cateaton-ſtreet, She was about twen- 


ty-two years of age, had enjoyed a general good ſtate of 
health, but was not of a very ſtrong conſtitution, I un- 
derſtood that ſhe came out of the country about a month 
before, and was ſoon after ſeized with a pretty ſevere 
cold, attended with a cough. This was ſucceeded by a 
diarrhza, which I had reaſon to believe would have ter- 
minated the diſtemper. But it ſeems it was not thought 
Wi £5 | proper 
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proper that this ſhould continue; for ſhe had taken a 
great number of draughts and boles, in which diaſcor- 
dium, the bark, and other aſtringents and opiates were 
ingredients. Theſe had the intended effect, for the di- 
arrhæa was checked; and upon this ſhe became feyeriſh, 
her pulſe high and quick, her urine high-coloured, her 
. countenance remarkably red and florid, and ſhe was at 
intervals ſomewhat delirious. Theſe circumſtances L 
collected from thoſe about her. The morning I vifited 
her, ſhe had taken twenty grains of ipecacuanha, which 
did not operate as an emetic, but purged her copiouſly 
three times; in conſequence of which the was manifeſtly 
better in all reſpefts. I was going to preſcribe, when 
the apothecary mentioned a phyſician who attended her, 
upon which I declined directing any thing till I had ſeen 
him, and an appointment was made for our meeting the 
next morning at eleven, Accordingly I went at the time; 
but the doctor thought proper to behave in ſuch a man- 
ner, that I deſerted the patient, and left her entirely to 
his management. But on Tueſday, March 24, Mr. 
Hodges came to my houſe, and defired earneſtly that 1 
would ſee the young lady again. Accordingly I made 
her a viſit, and was informed, that the preceding even- 
ing, upon ſome repreſentations that had been made con- 


90 cerning the prodigious number of medicines ſhe was to 


take, the doctor ſaid, it was not his buſineſs to conſult 
the intereſt of her executors, for it was impoſſible ſhe 
could recover; and this, it ſeems, occaſioned my being 
called again. Miſs Eccles was at this time exceflively 
delirious, and had been ſo for ſome days, during which 
time ſhe had neyer flept; her tongue was very much 
diſcoloured; her pulſe extremely low and quick; her 
heat was exceſſive; her countenance extremely florid 
and red; and her urine ſometimes pale, and ſometimes a a 
little coloured, but crude. The medicines ſhe had taken 
were cordial draughts, and boles every fix hours, from 
the time I left her; for I was informed, there was ſome 
ſuſpicion of a miliary fever, which was to be expelled 
through the pores of the ſkin. After having repreſented, 
Fefore a great many of the neighbours, the hardſhip of 
attending a lady under ſuch diſadvantageous circum- 
, | | | ſtances, 
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| ances, I conſented to undertake the conduct of her 

caſe. I immediately ordered bleeding in the foot; ap- 
plied a bliſter to her head, and ſtimulating cataplaſms of 
muſtard- ſeed and horſe-raddiſh to her feet. Mean time 
I took care to procure: two ſtools by a clyſter. That 
evening ſne took a doſeiof the Fever Nn which was 
repeated ſome hours after; but neither had any perceiv- 
able operation. The next day, March 25, her urine 
depoſited a copious ſediment, though ſhe ſtill continued 
_ delirious. I repeated the third doſe of Powder, which, 
like the preceding, had no ſenſible operation. Every 
body, however, about her, could perceive that ſhe was 
viſibly mended. In the afternoon I gave her half an 
ounce of Glauber's ſalt, which purged her twice. That 
night ſhe ſlept. The next morning, March 26, I found 
her in her ſenſes, and ſo much recovered, that I told the 
family I thought her out of danger. I repeated ſome 
more doſes of Glauber's ſalts, and in a very few days. 
| dhe was perfectly well, except that ſhe remained very 
weak; but ſhe recovered enough to be married ſoon 
after, and is now.the mother of nine children. 


REMARK 8. 


1I-cannoT determine how far the Powder was 
inſtrumental in this cure. To ſpeak my own ſen- 
timents, I think that neither the Powder, nor the 
other remedies, would have performed it alone, 
though I was fo fortunate as to ſucceed by both: 
but as her urine ſeparated immediately after taking 
the firſt doſes, and as this is the general effect it 
produces, I muſt aſcribe a good deal to it. 


Upon this occaſion, I cannot excuſe myſelf 
from obſerving, that J have frequently ſeen very 
1a cConſiderable 
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conſiderable effects produced by the ao plication of 
cataplaſms to the feet, prepared of horſe-raddiſh 


and muſtard-ſeed, with a little old yeaſt and ſharp 
vinegar. Phyſicians, who conſtantly treat patients 


in the Hippocratic method, waiting for a criſis,” 


and doing very little to interfere with the opera- 


tions of nature, have abundant opportunities of 


obſerving that the piles, or pains in the feet, emi- 
nently relieve the head; and therefore when theſe 
do not happen ſpontaneouſly, it has been thought 
expedient to excite them by art. As to the piles, 


it is not an eaſy affair to bring them on ſoon 


enough to anſwer the purpoſe; nor indeed can it 
be done at any time with any degree of certainty, 
It would therefore be a very great improvement in 
medicine, to diſcover a method of exciting an 
hemorrhage from the hæmorrhoidal veins at plea- 
ſure, and with as much facility as we can procure 
one from the veins of the arm, the neck, or the 
foot; for I make no doubt but by theſe means we 
ſhould have it in our power generally to ſecure the 


head. But with reſpect to pains in the feet it is 


otherwiſe ; for theſe , may be, and are, frequently 
excited by the application of cantharides, euphor- 
bium, and other ſtimulating ingredients. But 
theſe cataplaſms anſwer the end much ſooner, and 
more effectually than any other topic whatever; 
eſpecially if the feet are previouſly ſoftened by 
ſoaking them in milk and water; and it, inſtead 


as; 
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of applying them to the ſoles, the whole feet are 
involved in them, ſpread pretty thick on a linen 
cloth. 1 have almoſt daily inſtances of patients 
| being rouſed from a coma, or recovered from a 
delirium, in a few hours, by theſe meaſures, with 
a degree of ſalutary pain, little inferior to the 
rack; and this I eſteem the ſureſt prognoſtic of 
returning health; and on the contrary, I generally 
find an inſenſibility, or abſence of pain, after the 
application of theſe cataplaſms for a reaſonable 
time, to be the moſt certain preſage of approach- 
ing death. I need not mention that they ſhould 
be renewed from time to time as they become 
dry; or that when they have excited a ſufficient 
degree of pain, or when that becomes intolerable, 
they may be removed, leſt. the continued torture 
ſhould fruſtrate the end propoſed, by depriving 
the patient of that opportunity of getting natural 
ſleep which it has afforded him, and which may 
reaſonably be expected under this management, 
The judicious will know when to re-apply them, 
and how to regulate the degree of pain, that it 
may be ſufficient to anſwer the purpoſe, without 
running into ſuch an extreme as to defeat the 
intention. I do not ſpeak of theſe applications as 
a late diſcovery, for ſinapiſms are almoſt as old as. 
medicine; but I could not forbear ſaying thus 
much, becauſe I do not find that they are uſed in 
the common courſe of practice; and becauſe the 
great 
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great and good effects I have often known them 
to produce, convince me that it is an inexcuſable 
omiſſion to neglect them when the patient is de- 
lirious or comatoſe, or when the head is appre- 
hended to be in danger. 


Tr1s caſe farther affords me an opportunity of 
ſpeaking my ſentiments upon a ſubject of great 
conſequence in practice, I mean that of a miliary 
fever. And I hope the gentlemen, of the faculty, 
who think differently from me, will excuſe me, 
if I am fo far a ſceptic, as to call in queſtion 
ſome points of doctrine relative to this diſtemper, 
which I find at preſent univerſally received as un- 
| queſtionable maxims. Sir David Hamilton, the 


celebrated man-midwife, ſome years ago, wrote a 


treatiſe expreſsly on this diſorder; and I muſt 

confeſs I have often met with the fever he de- 
ſcribes, attended with innumerable veſicles upon 
the breaſt, or all over the body, about the ſize of 
a pin's head. But this I have very ſeldom obſerved 
to happen, except in the fevers of child-bed wo- 
men, and that only when an exceſs of heat had 
been previouſly excited by the ſeaſon of the year, 
the regimen, or medicines; or when due evacu- 
ation had been neglected in the beginning, and in 
conſequence of this the febrile heat had been 
' ſuffered to riſe to an extravagant pitch, I there- 
fore always conſidered. theſe miliary eruptions as 


— 


x 
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the offspring of heat only, by whatever means it 
was produced; and never had the leaſt reaſon to 
apprehend that they were cauſed by any kind of 
malignity or poiſon antecedent to, or coeval with, 
the fever. And in conſequence of theſe ſenti- 


ments, I have ſeldom or never ſolicited their pro- 
truſion by ſudorifics; but inſtead of that, have 


almoſt always judged it more prudent to prevent 


them, by curing the fever before it arrived at that 
ſtage in which they generally appear. 


I po not know that the name of Miliary Fever 
is at preſent confined to the diſtemper above- 
mentioned; but ſo far as I have been able to 
inform myſelf, this name ſeems to be extended to 


all forts of fevers attended with a great number of 
| ſmall eruptions, not yet diſtinguiſhed by any par- 


ticular name. Theſe, it is true, frequently occur 
in acute diſeaſes, if the patient is kept very warm, 


and takes many cordials ; but they as often happen 


to thoſe who uſe much exerciſe in hot weather, or 


ho travel into hot climates, without any fever or 


cardiacs. Hence I have been induced to eſteem 
them as the pure effects of too intenſe heat, and 


otherwiſe as independent of the fever, and as little 


to be regarded in the treatment, as a long beard, 
or a dirty face, when ſhaving or waſhing have 


been neglected, in conſequence of an acute diſor- 


der, Of this, however, I will venture to be 
25 poſitive, 
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poſitive, that let the phyſician but remove the 
fever, and either no miliary eruptions will be 
protruded, or if they are, they will be ſo perfectly 
inoffenſive, as neither to deſerve any notice, nor 
any particular treatment. | 


UPon the whole, I have many reaſons to ſuſpect, 


that many of the miliary fevers we hear of are 


entirely the children of art, and that nature is very 
little concerned 1n their generation.

He will ſoon find 
himſelf hot, reſtleſs, and uneaſy, and in ſome 
days nature will probably attempt his relief, by 
exciting a diarrhæa. Let this be immediately 
checked, and ſoon after he will become delirious, 
and will ſteep either very uneaſily, or not at all. 
Then let a bliſter be laid on his back, and in the 
progreſs of this treatment, half a dozen more on 
various parts of the body, and let the ſame medi- 
cines and regimen be continued. He will become 
more hot, reſtleſs, and delirious, be excruciated

while the ſymptoms continually increaſe, When

The Cask of Mr. BEN IAN FR EER. 


On Monday, June 20, 1748, Benjamin Freer, about 
nineteen years old, apprentice to a vintner in Hen- 
rietta- ſtreet, Covent- Garden, (who lately kept the 
T hatched-Houſe Tavern in St. James's-ſtreet) had been 
ill ſeveral days of a fever, and this day miliary eruptions 
began to appear on his arms, which the next day, Tueſ- 
day the 21ſt, diſappeared; and though he ſweated very 
much, his tongue became very dry, and he began to be 
delirious and convulſed, inſomuch that on Friday the 24th 
his tongue was black, dry, cracked, and ſore, and he 
was exceſſively delirious, perpetually muttering ſome- 
thing that could not be underſtood, and throwing off the 
bed-cloaths, could with difficulty be kept in bed, and 
was exceedingly convulſed all over. In this condition I 
was called to him ; and about noon, June 24, he took 
one full doſe of Fever Powder, which gave him five ſtools. 
At night his tongue began to be moiſt and red, and he

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ſpake more intelligibly ; but yet was, at intervals, deli. 
rious. He took half a doſe more about nine, and it was ;

R E M AR K S. 


THE obſervation I would make upon this caſe 
is, that the maxim generally received in phyſic is 
falſe, importing, that when miliary eruptions ap- 
pear on the ſkin in fevers, and ſoon after recede, 
without any poſlibility of being brought out again, 
the patient almoſt always dies delirious and con- 
vulſed. For in this caſe, and many more I could 
inſtance, the patient recoyered with great eaſe, 
notwithſtanding the retroceſſion of the eruptions }. 
above-mentioned. And ſecondly, that as the re- 

production of theſe effloreſcences was in no degree 
neceſſary to the cure of the fever, I ſhould ſtrongly 
ſuſpect, that their firſt appearance was of as little 
uſe; and if of no ſervice here, I ſee no reaſon to 
imagine they are at any time of conſequence 
enough to deſerve à particular treatment. Of

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this, however, I think myſelf abundantly certain, 
that let the phyſician take care to moderate the 
fever in ſuch a manner that the ſymptoms may not 
run into exceſs, and the vital powers, or what is 
uſually underſtood by the word Nature, will fo 
regulate the diſorder, as to produce and keep them 
out, if they ſhould be conducive to the preſervation 
of the individual, and never emit them at all, or 


ſuffer them to recede, if they are ſuperfluous or 
injurious. And with reſpect to the delirium, con-. 


vulſions, and that train of fatal ſymptoms which 
uſually are ſaid to enſue upon the diſappearance of 
miliary eruptions, I muſt be ſo candid as to con- 
feſs, that I have aſcribed theſe generally to the 
very hot medicines uſually exhibited, with a view 
of propelling them ; for I know that in other fevers 
the ſame heating medicines will produce the very 
ſame ſymptoms,* = -

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The Caſe of a Gentleman at Montauban, in France, 
publiſhed in the News-Papers, by Order of the 
Right Honourable the Lord Falkland. 


IN the beginning of November, 1751, the Right Hon. 
the Lord Falkland being at Montauban, in France, 
viſited an Engliſh gentleman there, who was thought to 
be expiring of a fever, his phyſicians and friends being 
deſtitute of all hopes of his recovery, He had taken a 
great quantity of the bark, which, far from doing him 
ſervice, appeared to be very prejudicial to him. At this 
time he rattled in the throat, was very much delirious, - 
and inſenſible, and exceſſively hot and low. At ſeyen in 
the morning Lord Falkland gave him half a paper of 
Dr. James's Fever Powder, which made him ſweat pro- 
fuſely.

Some time in the May following, 
when the Town was very much alarmed on account 
of the fever then raging, the following paragraphs 
and caſes, which were literally true, appeared in 
the Daily Advertiſer, 
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Ar this juncture, when every body is alarmed at 
the frequent deaths of numbers of people who attended 
at the late ſeffions at the Old Bailey, and when many 
ſeem apprehenſive leſt the contagion ſhould ſpread till 
farther, it may be ſome ſatisfaction to the Public to be

As the ſummer was very rainy, and the winter exceed- 
ingly irregular, both town and country have proved 
very unhealthy, though not ſo much as enn, where 
they died of pleuretic fevers like rotten ſneep; and at a 
village about fifteen miles diſtant from Savannah, be- 
longing to Carolina, few houſes eſcaped the havock this 


fever has made; ſome whole families were {wept away.

ISABELLA BAYLEY, of the pariſh of Kilpeck, 
Herefordſhire, of a thin habit of body, aged about 
twenty, was taken, Auguſt 22, 1755, with a ſhivering, 
which was ſoon ſucceeded by a violent fever, the ſymp- 
toms of which were intenſe heat, exceſſive thirſt, diſ- 
coloured tongue, watchfulneſs, and deliriums. She lan- 


guiſhed in this manner till Auguſt 28, When ſhe loſt, 


very imprudently, eight or ten ounces of blood. After 
this her ſtrength and ſpirits greatly failed her. Au- 
guſt 31ſt, her pulſe was ſcarce perceptible and inter- 
mitting, the extremities cold, and ſhe was thought to be 
dying.

"They are ſeldom two months without 
taking the bark, and very often take it one month, and 
have a return the next. It ſeizes us either at the full 
or change of the moon. May and. November. are 
_ reckoned the moſt unhealthy months, though I cannot 
ſay there are any healthy ones; for Guinea and Mada- 
gaſcar, bad as they are, are healthy in compariſon of 
this place. June, July, Auguſt, and September, are 
called the Heats, and indeed they are intolerable; We 
are gaſping for breath in the day-time, and ats night 
obliged to lie on the terrace on the top of the: Factory. 
Were we to lie in our apartments, . we ſhould not be able . 
to breathe, I was ſeized with a fever-the-beginfiing of 
February: in April, finding no relief by any thing that 
I took, and being reduced to a very weak ſtate, I went, 
for change of air, to Aſſize, a country. ſeat about nige 
or ten miles diſtance, belonging to the Honourable Com- 
pany, The captain was ſo obliging as to bear me 
company.

FourTH' day. All the ſymptoms of this dreadful

camomile tea. e was then put to þed, and CTY 
freely, by the ſpirit of Mindererus and diluting drink. 
"Theſe evacuations were repeated as occaſion required for 
fix days, at which time he was become comatoſe, and 
could not give a rational anſwer, I then applied a 
bliſter to his back, and cataplaſms to his feet, and gave 
him the common ſubſtitute for Dr. James's Powder, viz.

Is then a medicine cauld be diſcovered that 
would generally ſecond the intentions of nature, 
and encourage or force a crilis, not always by one 
fart, of evacuation, but by that to which the con- 
ſtitution is moſt inclined, and which the preſent 
citeumſtances require, or by all, if all are neceſ- 
tary, it would be the greateſt imaginable improve- 
ment that could poſſibly be 2 into the 
art of healing.

Bur the evidence will be more ſtrong, if it has 
cured a hundred thouſand, or more; and this 1 
think highly probable, amongſt other reaſons, 
from the great quantity that has been diſpoſed of. 
Not that I think it has ſucceeded in every in- 
ſtance; for I am ſenſible there are fevers which 
HEN | no 
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no medicine or art can cure. Some of thefe I 
have met with, and they have been ſuch as have 
been either accompanied with a phrenzy, ffom the 
very firſt ſeizure, or a comatoſe of lethargic ſtũpi · 
dity, attended with a deep reſpiration., And in 
theſe I have always had reaſon to apprehend; that 
the death-wound was given at the very firſty and 
that fome principal o was irrecovetably . 
jured. 


As in medicinal converſations and authors, the 
word Crifis is often made uſe of, without being 
much underſtood, it may not be amiſs, in this 
place, to explain it, for the ſake of thoſe readets 
who are unacquainted with phylical ſabjects, 


A Cefs1s is generally underſtood t6 mean a 
ſucceſsful effort of nature, or the vital powers, 
to expel, by ſome kind of evacuation, that matter, 
whatever it may be, that excites and ſupports the 
diſtemper. Thus there are eritical hæmorrhages, 
critical vomitings, critical purges, critical ſweats, - 
critical diſcharges of urine, critical ſalivations, 
and critical abſceſſes. Theſe are in general ſalu- 
tary, and may be certainly diſtinguiſhed by the 
amendment of the patient, and the ceſſation of the 
oppreſiive ſymptoms, either partial or total. But 
this depuration of the blood by a ſeparation of the 


morbid cauſe, cannot at every time, and in every 
1 | ſtate 
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ſtate of a diſeaſe, be brought about by any . 
eines uſually given, or methods uſually practiſed, 
by phyſicians. The matter exciting the diſtemper 
muſt be rendered ſeparable from the mals of blood, 
before it can be ſeparated ; and, in order to effect 
this, ſome time is required, that the vital powers 
may have their full effect, and diſengage from the 
maſs of humours what was before, as it were, 
entangled with them, and too intimately mixed. 
This is no more than what happens in every natu- 
ral operation. Nature is never in a hurry; every 
thing is tranſacted gradually, and the effect is 
rendered abortive by ill timed acceleration. The 
reſult of the actions above-mentioned is called 

Concoction, which means a preparation of the 
vitious humours for a ſeparation from the ſound, 
and for the future expulſion or criſis.” Yet Art, 
or more commonly Accident, has ſometimes diſ- 
covered the means of aſſiſting Nature, by abridg- 
ing her labour, and improving upon her plan. 
This is true with reſpect to the cultivation of 
every vegetable that mankind has thought worth 
conſideration, But to come, nearer ' our preſent 
purpoſe, in the depuration of fermented liquors. 
Nature alone would be tedious in her operation, 
and, perhaps, never arrive at perfection, unleſs 
aſſiſted by art. The brewer and the vintner, 
therefore, mix intimately with their liquors, at a 
proper time, fining; that is, iſinglaſs diſſolved, or 
5 the 
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the whites of eggs; and in a few hours the groſs 
particles ſeparate from the more limpid, ſubſide, 
and leave the wine or beer pure and improved. 
And in boiling of the juice of the cane, in order 
to make ſugar, when the liquor has acquired a 

certain conſiſtence, and ſugar is juſt upon the point 
of forming, the maſs will riſe up in very large 
bubbles, and boil over, without proper care. But 
in this ſtate, if a ſmall piece of tallow or butter is 
thrown in, it inſtantaneouſly checks the violence 

of the cbullition, and the efferveſcence immedi- 
ately ſubſides. I am ſenſible there is a wide dif- 
ference between the vital fluids circulating in the 
proper veſſels, and thoſe vegetable juices I have 
mentioned above; but the vital juices are origi- 
nally vegetable, and only differ from theſe with 
reſpect to ſome alterations they have undergone in 
the animal body. Now, as there are many things 
that pervade the human fabric in a moment, and 
muſt neceſſarily act both upon the ſolids and fluids, 

without going the more tedious road through ſto- 
| mach and lacteals, 'tis probable ſome of theſe may 

have a ſimilar tendency, may diſpoſe the over 

heated and rapid blood to ſeparate the morbid : 
particles from the ſound, by diſcharging them hy 

ſome of the natural ſecretions, and may thereby 
_ reſtore that calmneſs and ranquillicy n canlti- 
futes health,

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Uron the whole, this objection, intended to 
depreciate my medicine, terminates in its praiſe ; 
for it amounts to this, that when it meets with 
any thing in the ſtomach deſtructive, to health, it 
acts upon it, and expels it; otherwiſe it paſſes on 
inoffenſively into the inteſtines, where it either 
acts or not, according to the ſtate they are in, and 
the nature of their contents. But when it diſcovers 
nothing there to act upon, no dignus vindice nodus, 
paſũng farther into the blood, it delivers the pa- 
tient from danger, as it expels by ſweat or per- 
ſpiration that malignity which excites and conſti- 
tutes che fever. 


- Tris ted encomium affords me an 
opportunity of explaining to the objectors ſome of 
the reaſons why I concur with them in opinion. 
No body doubts, I ſuppoſe, that the bile is a 
principal agent in producing moſt of the ſymptoms 
of fevers. My Powder acts remarkably on the 
bile, eſpecially when heated, and exalted ta a de- 
gree of putrefaction, or a ſtate very near it.

eſpecially if the preſcriber happens to miſtake the 
intention of nature, and the kind of evacuation 
ſhe affects, 


| THESE objectors explain themſelves a little 
farther, when they argue thus: Suppoſe (ſay 
they) we are called to a patient labouring under a 
recent fever. After bleeding, the ſtate of the 
caſe and fituation of the patient determine us 
either to vomit, to purge, or to ſweat. We know 
many things in the materia medica that will almoſt 

certainly excite either of theſe evacuations. But 
if we adminiſter James's Powder, we cannot tell 
which, or whether any of them will enſue, 


Ir phyſicians were infallible, and if they could 
give any vomit, any purge, or any ſweat, that 
would force a criſis in a few hours, this reaſoning

If 
this ſhould be contradiQted; I appeal to Hippo- 
crates,” Etmuller, Baglivi, Sydenham, Hoffman, 
Boerhaave, and many other authors, the beſt who 
ever wrote upon medicine, for the truth of it. 
The phyſician, however, who told the friends of 
a man of faſhion, then labouring under a ſevere 
fever, that if he took my Powder, and it gave

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practiſed, they ſhould inſiſt upon it, that any of 
the above-mentjoned medicines, or any other they 
are acquainted with, will induce an immediate 
criſis, and thereby free the patient from his tor- 
tures; ſhould they aſſert this, they would be 
aſked, Why do you reſtrain their efficacy? Why 
don't you permit them to exert their ſalutary vir- 
tues? Why do you ſuffer a patient to languiſh for 
many days, perhaps weeks, when you could free 
him from his agonies in a few hours? Surely the 
wheel, or impalement, are puniſhments too ſlight 
for the guilt of him who refuſes a patient thus 
_ diſtreſſed the beſt aſſiſtance he can give. 


Havinc more than once mentioned the term 
Indication, I muſt explain what is meant by it in 
the writings of phyſicians. Indicantia are thoſe 
circumſtances obſerved in a patient, or obſervable, 
which point out to a phyſician what is to be 
| attempted for his relief. The indication ariſes from 
a due conſideration of theſe circumſtances, and 
conſtitutes, or ought to conſtitute, the intention 
or determination of the phyſician. The indicata 
are the things pointed out to be done. Thus in 
fevers, the heat, velocity of the pulſe, nauſea and 
ſickneſs, pains in the head and back, crudity of 
the urine, and whatever other circumſtances occur, 
are the indicantia, that is, things indicating or 
Pointing out the indication, or intention to be pur- 

ſued 
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fued for the relief of the patient; and the indie 
are the things indicated, as either bleeding, purg- 
ing, ſweating, and every other thing that may be 
neceſſary ; of which the phyſician is to make his 
election, as the indication feems to require. 


I svrposz every intelligent reader has already 
remarked, that this medicinal diſplay of words, 
though it may be of ſome utility to a writer of 
inſtitutes, yet can be of little to a practical phy- 
ſician, and leſs to a patient; for the ſick man is 
undone, if the doctor ſo far miſtakes his indication, 
as to bleed when he thould excite a ſweat; raiſe a 
ſweat, when he ſhould purge ;' purge, when a vo: 
mit is required; or do any of theſc, when he had 
better let them alone. For in all theſe caſes the 
phyſician oppoſes the ſalutary rendencies of nature, 
and prevents the criſis which the meditates, and 
would probably accompliſh, if ſhe had fair play, 
and was left to conduct her own operations. 


Nox would the caſe be much mended, if the 
doctor ſhould miſtake a ſymptom for the original 
diſtemper, or the original diſtemper for a ſymptom; 
This has been fo well underſtood by the belt phy- 
ſicians, that they have thought it eligible them- 
ſelves, and recommended it to others, to be du- 


bious, and rather do nothing than do wrong. In 


conſequence of this judgement, they have waited, 
| FE | e 
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left the vital powers (or nature) unmoleſted, and 
permitted them to act, according to the laws eſta- 
bliſhed by the Supreme Being, for the F 
of the animal machine. 


Wnar was ſaid with reſpect to reaſon and 
inſtinct, upon another occaſion, may fairly be 
applied here, when we are conſidering the diffe- 
rence between the indications of Ne and 
the force of nature, viz. 


In this 'tis God directs, in that tis man. 


All theſe circumſtances which ſurround a patient, 
and which ſhould enable a phyſician to take indi- 
cations, are equivocal and obſcure, and the judg- 

ment formed from theſe very uncertain, and liable 
to deception, Yet with theſe, ſuch as they are, 
in the preſent limited ſtate of medicinal know- 
ledge, we muſt be contented, when ſpecific reme- 
dies, or ſpecific methads, are not diſcovered. . For 
it is our only reſource: to avail ourſelves of theſe 
as the lame do of crutches, or the dim - ſighted of 
ſpectacles. The only means therefore of improy- 
ing the art of healing, are either to increaſe the 
number of ſpecific medicines, or to inveſtigate the 
conduct of the natural ceconomy in the ſpontaneous 
cure of diſtempers, ſa as to arrive at more certain 
indications, and aſcertain the methods to be pur- 
ſued, when nature unaſſiſted is deficient, and un- 


equal to the taſk, 
Bur 
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Bur the caſe is very different, where a ſpecific 
antidote is to be adminiſtered ; for here the indi- 


cation is only to cure the patient by a medicine 


which, as experience teaches, has cured twenty 
thouſand before in the ſame ſtate, when given in 


the ſame manner. Here neither the phyſician nor 


the patient hazard much, If the antidote, fuppoſe 
it the bark, has cured twenty thouſand, but has 

failed in only fifty, *tis then twenty thouſand to 
fifty, or a thouſand to two and a half, that it cures 
the preſent diſtemper, ceteris paribus; and the 
phyſician has little to do, but take care of the 
ceteris paribus; and the patient little to fear, as 
the calculators of chances would inform him that 
the riſque is very ſmall. 


TERRE are ſeveral ſpecific antidotes beſides the 


bark, and I make no doubt of having added one 
to the number ; but 'this muſt not be determined 
by the phyſicians, for parties and butchers are 


* 


diſqualified for jurymen: and as I can plead one 


of theſe reaſons at leaſt, I cannot be denied the 
liberty granted to every common Briton , and 
therefore hope I may challenge every phyſical 
gentleman, as he comes to the book to be ſworn. 


LiTTLEz can be ſaid in favour of ſpecific me- 
dicines, but what is equally applicable to ſpecific. 
methods of cure; ſuch as have moſt frequently 

ſucc.eded, 
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ſucceeded, and have the approbation of the moſt 
intelligent of our predeceſſors, and the ſanction of 
modern experience. When a phyſician can avail 
himſelf of ſuch, it would be ridiculous, perhaps 
criminal, to relinquith certainty and reaſon, and 
hazard his patient for the ſake of a barren often- 
tation of ſcience, the ſupport « a e theory, | 
or any worſe motive. | 


An example may illuſtrate my meaning, 
Sydenham has eſtabliſhed a method of curing a 
pleuriſy, by bleeding principally, and cooling, 
which has received the ſanction of experience, 

Yet I have known a chymical practitioner aſſert, 

that bleeding was pernicious in this diſtemper, 
And 1 have known many others who, though 

they have directed bleeding, have notwithſtanding, 
in other reſpects, purſued intentions totally con- 
trary, and by preſcribing ſnake- root, contrayerva, 
and falt of hartſhorn, counteracted the preceding 
evacuation, in direct contradiction to Sydenham 
and experience, and influenced only by ſome fri- 
volous theory. 1 


Irs is objected, that as fevers proceed 8 A 
great, and almoſt infinite variety of cauſes, one 
and the ſame medicine cannot poſſibly cure every 
ſpecies. Here I ſhould aſk how many cauſes | 

| — 50 2 chere 
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there ate of fevers: Are there five hundred? I 
think not. Are there one hundred? There may 
' poſſibly be more. If then fevers excited by more 
than ene hundred cauſes, may be cuted by fix or 
ſeven medicines, it is plain that evefy fever, let 
the eauſe be whatever it may, does not require a 
different treatment in conſequence of that cauſe; 
for if it did, only about fix or ſeven ſorts of fevers 
could be cured at all. Now the files of apothecaries 
all over this metropolis will ſhew, that only ſix or 
feven medicines, which can be of real ſervice, are 
commonly uſed, Theſe are the faline draught of 
ſalt of . wormwood, and juice of lemons, volatile 
 falt of hartſhorn; pulvis contrayerve  rompl/itus, 
Mithridate, or confe#io Democratis, valerian, ſnakes 
foot, and bliſters. I purpoſely omit the bark; 
becauſe, as remitting or intermitting fevers may 
be excited by as many d ferent cauſes as con- 
tinual; and one and the fame medicine cures them 
All, this is a medicine that of itfelf almoſt decides 
the queſtion. It may be objected, thar they uſe 
variety of forms in their preſcriptions ; but many 
of theſe are of the ſame intention, and vary very 
little in their effects. Thus all the neutral ſalts 
are nearly the ſame in efficacy, in which are in- 
eluded the ſaline draughts, ſpiritus Mindereri, nitri, 1 
terra foliata tarturi, tartarus tartarifatus, and 
many others. As to Mithridate, Venice treacle, 


fyrup of poppies, and all other medicines which 
contain 


— . — ie Ae, 9 4 
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contain opium, the efficacy depending principally 
upon opium, they differ not eſſentially; and if 
other medicines of different intentions are ſome- 
times uſed, they are adapted to the ſymptoms, not 
to the original fever. Thus in a difficulty of 
breathing, gam ammoniacum; in a diarrhoea, aſtrin- 
gents (often very prepoſterouſly) ; in convulſions, 
muſk; in ſymptoms very idly, called nervous, 
valerian, are often preſcribed : all which, inſtead of 
moderating a fever, increaſe it. Now admit- 
ting that fevers arifibg from a hundred different 
cauſes, may all be cured, or ought all to be treated, 
by ſeven medicines, or meditines of ſeven inten- 
tions only, why may not thoſe ſeven medicines be 
reduced to one, without à miracle, ſuppoſing a 
medicine could be found that would almoſt uni- 
verſally cominand a criſis by that kind of evacu- 
ation which nature affects, or, in other words, by 
that which the ſum total of the actions of the vital 
powers brings about with the rn . 
thus aſſiſted? | | 


IT is generally ſaid, that a fever conſiſts in an 
increaſed velocity of the blood ; and this is fixed 
by Boerhaave as its CharaRteriftic. To this dec- 
trine I have great objections ; but let it for ono be 
granted. I ſay, whatever medicine will reduce the 
tenour of the pulſe to its natural ſtate permanently, 
will cure all kinds of fevers, uolefs fuch as are

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; ſymptomatic, and repullulate conſtantly from a 


permanent cauſe, as matter found in ſome of the 
internal parts, worms in the inteſtines, and many 
others that might be named. 


Ir is not unreaſonable to ſuppoſe, that ſome 
morbid alteration in the bilious juices may excite 
fevers, and all their ſymptoms, in every caſe but 
thoſe of the ſymptomatical kind, and perhaps in 
thoſe too. If any one is inclined to be farther 
informed upon this ſubject, let him read Frederick 
Hoffman's Treatiſe de Bile Medicina et Veneno Cor- 
poris. In this caſe, I ſay, any one medicine that 
will either evacuate the offending bile, or alter it in 
ſuch a manner as to render it no longer offenſive, 
will cure the effect of it, a fever, let the cauſe of 
this defect in the bile be what it will. , 


Tuxxx are many ways of lighting a candle, by 
a piece of paper, by charcoal, by pit-coal, or by. 
a brimſtone match; but in every caſe an extinguiſh- 
er will put it out, without paying any regard to the

cauſe. It matters little what the cauſe is, nor is it 


always poſſible to diſcover it. Now let the variety 
of cauſes capable of producing a fever be ever fo. 


great, as contagion, an epidemic conſtitution of 


th 
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the air, a cold, or à ſurfeit, or any thing elſe; 
the effect is nearly one and the ſame, a fever, 
which only varies in ſome circumſtances, or, as it 
were, accidentally, 


Bur ſuppoſe it was otherwiſe, and that a fever 
from every different cauſe muſt be treated in a 
different manner, what perplexity, what confuſion 
would follow! One phyſician might think with 
Morton, that a fever proceeds from a deleterium 
quid in ſpiritibus animalibus deliteſcens, a poiſonous 
ſomething concealed or harbouring in the animal 
ſpirits. Another, with Willis, may imagine it 
ariſes from a pblogaſis ſpirituum animalium, an 
accenſion of the animal ſpirits; or, as the moderns 
are pleaſed to phraſe it, the diſorder may be 
nervous. By all theſe terms juſt one and the ſame 
Nothing is meant, unleſs a barren parade of ab- 
ſtruſe knowledge may be eſteemed ſomething. 
This is ſurely Quackery in the ſuperlative degree; 
that is, if I underſtand the meaning of the term, 
impoſition on the credulity of the patient. I appeal 
to the underſtanding of every wiſe man, far he, in 
this caſe, is as competent a judge as the moſt ſu- 
percilious phyſician, what indications can be taken 
trom ſuch a barren pomp of unideal ſounds ? 


I uicht produce the cauſes of fevers, accord · 


ing to the various principles of the Galeniſts, the 
: © of OS Chymiſts, 
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Chymiſts, the Mechanics, and an infinite variety 

of other theoriſts, all equally uncertain, abſtruſe, 
and deceitful. Every man practiſes according to 
his favourite theory, and eſteems that an infallible 
guide, and every man is led aſtray by that en- 
chantreſs beyond all poſſibility of recal; for it is 
extremely difficult to abandon a ſyſtem once affec- 
tionately embraced. It is more eligible to admit 
no theory at all, than one that is fallacious; and 
F know none that bears the leaft reſemblance ta 
truth. There is the ſame differeace betwixt theory 
and experience, as betwixt romance and hiſtory , 
but with this very material diſtinction, that there 
are no romances but what furniſh us with fome 
moral truth, whereas theory ſupplies naked amuſe- 
ment only, and is ſo far from ſerving any uſe, 
either phyſical or moral, that it always infatuates 
and miſleads, and ends in miſtake and miſchief. 
Yet I think phyſicians ſhould make themfelves 
acquainted with all theories, for the ſame reafon 
that the Lacedæmonians made their children con- 
verſe with their drunken ſlaves, that they might 
learn to deteſt the habit. If my readers ſhould 
chuſe to know more of my ſentiments with reſpect 
to the abuſes of theory, let them conſult the Pre- 
face to the Medicinal Dictionary. But he wha 
has an inclination to excel in phyfic, ſhould peruſe 
the Book of Nature, and from thence extract a 
genuine theory and ſuccelsful practice.

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LT jt not be yngerſtood, that I would baniſh 
reaſoning out of the purlieus of phyſic, and reduce 
it to mere empiriciſm, in the modern acceptation 


of the word. Let us reaſon, but let us do it from 


ſolid and uncontrovertible principles, which muſt 
_ iff be furniſhed by true empiriciſm, gr, in other 
© words, by experience, Let ug argue geometrically 
from facts, admitting nothing precarious, pothing 
bypothetical, nothing imaginary; and then we 
ſhall hear no more of poiſon or inflammation in 
the animal ſpirits, or equally unintelligible diſor- 
ders of the nerves. | 


Ir is very ridiculous to hear the minute practi- 
tioners and the retailers of megicings ſay, 5 they 
will not preſcribe or employ Dr. Jamss's Pawdes, 
becaule they cannot uſe a medicine hey do nat 
know. I wiſh they would abide by their gun 
rule ; for then, as they know nothing, they would 
do nothing, I do not mean abſolutely that they 
know nothing at all; they are acquainted with the 
properties of drugs and medicines, ſo far as the 
experience of their predeceſſors and their own has 
taught them. They know, for example, that 
jallap is an exotic root, which, exhibited in certain 
quantities, purges briſkly, and excites watery ſtools, 
They know that ipecacuanba cauſes vomiting, and 
ſometimes cures 4 purging. They know that 
MO raiſes a ſalivation; and they know that

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the Peruvian bark removes an intermittent fever, 


. without any ſenſible operation. But none of them 
| = in the leaſt degree acquainted with the method 
nature purſues in the preparation of theſe drugs, 
or, from the knowledge of their component parts, 
can aſſign any reaſonable cauſe why the one purges, 
the other vomits, the third ſalivates, and the 


. fourth cures, in a way that would appear ſuper- 


natural if it was leſs: common. All they know of 


theſe is from their effects when introduced into the 
body, which could by no means be diſcovered 
previous to their uſe; and juſt ſo much they 
might know of this Powder, if they would call to 


their help the ſame experience that has made them 


_ acquainted with other medicines, But when it 
ſuits their purpoſe, they ſeem perfectly well ac- 
quainted with it; and ſome have pointed out the 
author from whom, they ſay, I took it; and yet, 
When it is propoſed, they cannot conſent to its 
exhibition, becauſe they don't know it.

d are "thoſe ED helen whether my

did not believe it had ever been of the leaſt ſervice. 
But they do not conſider how little they do honour 
to the Art of Phyfic. That many people have 
recovered upon taking' my Powders, cannot he 
controverted ; yet, according to them, my Powders.

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THERE is another reaſon aſſigned by fome 
_ phyſicians for their diſcouragement of my Powders.

To this 
I anſwer, that without empiriciſm no improvement 
ever can be made in curing diſtempers, that is, in 
the real art of phyſic; and that they owe every 
thing to empiriciſta, The very term is derived 
from a Greek word, which ſignifies to experience, 
or io ty. And now let me afk, whether it is 
not more conducive to the ſalutary purpoſes of 
the medicinal art to employ tried, or experienced 
remedies; or methode, than any that can be 
ſuggeſted from theoretical prejudices or ſuppo- 
ſitions (hypotheſes) that may, or may not be 
conſiſtent with truth 2 But let me remind theſe 
objectors, and with them the whole race of man- 
kind, that if the dignity of Phyſic, like that of 
Molech, is to be ſupported by human ſacrifices, 
it is the duty of every civil ſociety to treat both 
the Art and its profeſſors like the Knights Temp- 
lars, who for their tranſcendent villanies were 
el from the face of the earth. 


Bor * cannot diſmiſs this ſubject n two 
. The firſt is, that there are tew medi- 
cines of high reputation which have not loſt their 
credit by imitations of this kind, contrived either

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by the avarice of the preparers, the affectation of 
_ novelty, or the pride of the preſcribers. The other 
zemark relates ta imitations in general., Theſe 
may be divided into two claſſes—thoſe done with 
Judgement, and thoſe without; and the degrees 
of compariſon may very aptly be applied to bath. 
Thus, as to the firſt, they may be good, better,

-Anornza objeftion to my ken MN a very. 
ſerious one, is, that it has a tendency to impair the 
trade of apothecaries. As I have a greater tender- 
neſs for the whole race of mankind than. for any 
particular ſet of men, I hope there is ſome. truth 
in this ſuggeſtion. I am certain that this is. the 
| true reaſon of all the oppolition made to its uſe, 
and to me as the author of it. The phyſicians 
that have liſted under the apothecaries banners 
have meanly deſerted the cauſe of the Public and 
their own intereſts, as they will one day find. 
But however certain this reaſon of their diſcounte- 
nance may be, they dare not avow it publicly. 
whatever they may confeſh to their friends, and 0 
each other. 


xz apothecaries have, a3 a body of men, been 
my 7 enemies. Not but many of them of - 
eaſy fortunes: and liberal diſpaſitions have con- 
* themſelves with great candeur and mode- 
H 2 ration; 
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ration ; and to theſe, in the name of the Public, 1 
return thanks, for the Public is more concerned 
than I, as an individual, can be. Some of theſe. 
reſide in London, and many .in diſtant places. 
And I think myſelf, and the whole race of man- 
kind, particularly obliged to the apothecaries at 
Bath, eſpecially to the late Mr. Haviland, a gen- 
tleman I know only by name, who I hear admi- 
niſtered my Powder to his own ſon, then labouring 
under a fever eſteemed almoſt deſperate, in conſe- 
quence of which he manifeſtly recovered ; and this 
gentleman had courage and integrity enough to 
_ divulge the experiment and the ſucceſs without

The former, in compliance to the 
latter, have oppoſed the introduction of my Pow- 
ders into uſe with all that virulence which a regard 
to ſelf· intereſt could inſpire ; and they may depend 
upon being rewarded in the manner that indiſcre- 
tion and colluſſon merit. The apothecaries are 
a ſet of people not deſtitute of art and cunning, 
and one or other of them have inſinuated them- 
ſelves i into the intimacy of almoſt every family in 
London; and the knowledge they have of private 
tranſactions and private diſorders, makes it no eaſy

: Moſt, of them pretend to more knowledge in the 
practice of phyſic than: phyſicians ; which if any 
ſhould-queſtion, let them read an extremely ſtupid 
pamphlet, publiſhed a very few years ſince, under 
the title of Nbarmacopola Juſtiſicatus. And they 
ſeldom willingly iuffer a phyſician to be conſulted, 
unleſs to ſave their own characters, to ſanctify their 
practice, right or wrong, and to exonerate them- 
ſelves of the diſgrace of a miſcarriage, by placing 
it to the account of the doctor. Why therefore, 
in 
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in the name of common ſenſe and common pru- 
dence, phyſicians ſhould, for a trifling temporary 
advantage, throw more weight into the oppoſite 
ſcale, and whet a ſword which is to ſtab themſelves, f 
is no 120 matter to determine. 


I nave alſo query reaſon to expect a repetition of 
the treatment I have experienced ſince the publica - 
tion of my Powder, which ſeems to have been 
prophetically foretold by Dr. Giovzeon Harvey, 
in his treatiſe on the Art of curing Diſeaſes by Expec - 
tation, publiſhed in the year 1689.

nical caſes, I generally give jt at bed-time, which 
J adviſe may be early in the evening, that during 
the night it may be repeated, if that ſhould be 
neceſſary, more than once in tycnty-four hours.

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| Sou petty falſchoods have been raiſed and 
propagated which did not properly come under 
any of the preceding articles, and which are ſcarce 
worth mentioning, they are ſo contradictory to 
common experience and common ſenſe : and I 
ſhould not have eſteemed- them worthy of notice, 
was it not that ſome weak people might poſſibly be 
influenced by them, and be terrified from availing 
themſelves of this medicine in caſes attended with 
great difficulty or danger.

cy, perhaps not operate at all, even in a doſe 
much. increaſed. I have often known it act very 
forcibly when the patient who took it laboured 
under an acute fever; and when the very ſame 
perſon has taken it in a larger doſe, for a light 
illneſs, it has had no tendency to excite either vo- 
miting or ſtools. Bur, in deſperate caſes, I am of 
opinion it ſhould be adminiſtered in ſuch doſes as 
may have ſome immediate effect; and as, upon 
theſe occaſions, there is no time to loſe, the ſooner 
the operation commences, the better. In other 
caſes, however, of leſs urgency, it is an eaſy mat- 
ter to regulate the doſes in ſuch a manner as to 
ſucceed without any hazard of reducing the patient, 
by beginning with ſmall doſes, repeating them at 
ſuch intervals as tha effects of the preceding ſhall 

indicate, 
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indicate, and in fuch jacreaſed quantities, as pru- 
dence, aided by medicinal knowledge, ſhall direct.

A more important uſe may be made of my 
Powder in a ſpecies of cachexy, or bad habit of 
body, which I think more frequently occurs than 
any other diſtemper, and, though one and the 
ſame, has been diſtinguiſned by more names and 
titles than all the reſt together.

As it ſeizes every organ of the body, 
it excites the fymptoms peculiar to affections of the 
part where it reſides, and acquires hence a variety 
of appellations; whereas it is nothing more than a 
local fever, which, by its too long reſidence, fre- 
quently obſtructs and carrupts' the place it fixes 
upon, if by its nature and offices it is much ſub- 
ject to putrefaction. Thus when it is fixed upon 
the lungs, it cauſes a conſumptian in the liver, a 
yellowneſs in the ſkin, and in time a jaundice, with 
all its conſequences in the ſtomach, inappetency4 
in the duodenum, indigeſtion; .in the inteſtines, 
frequent colics, with alternate coſtiveneſs and 
purgings; in the kidneys and bladder, ſymptoms 
which reſemble thoſe of the ſtone or gravel; in the 
meſentery, torpor and ſenſe of weight, with a dull 
and flight pain, often erroneouſly aſcribed to the 
inteſtines; in the pancreas, a ſenſe of weight and 
uneaſineſs a little below the region of the ſtomach, 
with a little difficulty in reſpiration, and frequently 
ſighing, and, I have reaſon to believe, extremely 
acid eructations; in the ſpleen, an uneaſy ſenſation 
on the left fide, under the ſpurious ribs, attended 
with a ſqualid countenance, and great ſalacity, a 
circumſtance which cannot always be known, as 
the delicacy of the patients will no: permit them to 


. 
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diſcover it; in the uterus, uneaſy ſenſations; i in the 


loyer part of the abdomen, twitchings and ſpaſms 
for I am convinced. that this important organ be- 
ing extremely nervous and ſenſible, frequently is 
the ſeat of various hyſterical ſymptoms, when ſti- 
- mulated by a morbid matter, according to the doc- 
trine of the ancients (who called hyſteric diſorders 
fits of the mother, meaning of the matrix) though 
that is at preſent exploded : but the particular diſ- 
orders of the organs contained in the abdomen have 
pever been fully and ſufficiently explained. I know 
no author that has exphcitly enough deſcribed the 
ſigns and ſymptoms by. which affections of theſe 
parts may be accurately and certainly diſtinguiſhed | 
from each other, before they arrive at ſuch inve- 
. xeracy as is paſt cure. But I have great reaſon 10 
believe that theſe diſorders, which are uſually called 
hypochondriacal, hyſterical, or, according to the 
more faſhionable cant, nervous, are excited no 
otherwiſe than by obſtructing matter lodged in 
ſome or many of theſe organs, from the cauſe I am 
now ſpeaking: of, which, by interrupting the cir- 
culation, and by diſtending and ſtimulating the 
large piexuſes of nerves. diſtributed in various 
parts of the lower belly,. excite ſtrange temporary 
convulſions, and, not unfrequently, alienation of 
mind; which, perhaps, does not happen only from 
the injury. propagated from the nerve to the com- 
mon ſenſory in the brain, bur by the concurtence 

: * tr" 
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of another evil. When the obſtructions in the ah- 
dominal viſcera are conſidetable, the due propor- 
tion of blood cannot be received and conveyed by 
the deſcending trunk of the large artery, as it can- 


not be received by the obſtructed blood veſſels, 


and conſequently more muſt be conveyed to the 
head; the brain muſt be unnaturally loaded, and 
all its functions diſturbed. Hence it may appear 
that the nerves are unjuſtly charged with exciting 
diſtempers, as they are not the aggreſſors, but the 
ſufferers. If the Slow Fever above-mentioned hap- 
pens to affect the parts contained in the breaſt; ex · 
eluſive of the lungs, which I have mentioned al- 
ready, it excites exceſſive palpitations and pains, 
reſembling thoſe of the pleuriſy; but not acute; 
rather chronical, and of long duration. If it ſeizes 
the diaphragm, I am inclined to think that it in- 
duces that kind of ſenſation which patients deſcribe 
by a inking, a ſort: of Iazineſs in taking the air 
into the lungs, or diffieulty of reſpiration, unac- 
countable terrors on very ſlight occaſions, ſometimes 
great dejection of ſpirits, and ſometimes violent fits 
of laughter. In the head it cauſes aches, with 
great torture, and downright madneſs; in the 


membranes of the muſcles, erratic pains and chro- 


nical rheumatiſms; and, when inveterate and fixed 
upon the tendons and membranous ligaments of 
the joints, the gout.

In INTERMITTENT FEVERS. 

I nave always been of opinion, that every fever 
that ever exiſted naturally rends to a emiſſon or 
an intermiſfion; fo that if a phyſician will take care 
to lower the fever to a certain degree, it will re- 
mit, and conſequently the bark will cure it: but 

| * | 
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nothing has been more miſtaken than the remiſſion 
of a fever; for the exacerbation of a fever that 
generally comes on in the evening, or at night, 
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has been uſually attributed to, other cauſes than the 
real, the remiſſion has been unregarded, and the 


| exacerbation; has been aſcribed to the time of the 


night, or to ſomething equally ridiculous; but this 
remiſſion will ſeldom happen if the fever is treated 
with heating or ſudorific.medicines. The. beſt and 
moſt: ready method of bringing a fever to a remiſ- 
Gon, is to keep the patient cool, and to give a 


number of ſtools ſufficient for the purpoſe. This, 


in the uſual way, requires ſome judgement ; but, 
what much abridges the difficulty of bringing on a 
remiſſion, is to give at firſt, or before the patient 


is too much exhauſted, a moderate doſe of the 


Fever Powder, and to repeat it every ſix hours, or 
more frequently, if it does not operate. If it 
proves an emetic, and brings away a large quantity 


ol putrid bile, the remiſſion. or intermiſſion is moſt 


aſſuredly brought on, and the bark may be given 
without thoſe ſymptoms which are uſually thought 

neceſſary; and the attendant has little to do but to 
give the bark in a quantity equal to a dram, every 
two or three hours, till the fever is vanquiſhed;

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Wu u, therefore, a fever appears, the beſt and 
moſt expeditious method is to give ſome doſes of 
the Fever Powder, in the manner above-mentioned, 
till a certain number of ſtools, or even a vomit, is 
procured; and if it does not totally remove the fe- 
ver, the bark will certainly cure it, if nothing is

inſomuch that the ſlighteſt: fever, or what is called 
a Diary Fever, may be encreaſed by a hot regimen 
and heating medicines, ſo as to become what is 
called putrid and malignant.

Cass often occur in practice, where, on account 
of particular circumſtances, it is hazardous to at- 
tempt thoſe evacuations, and other means of relief, 
which would otherwiſe be very proper and neceſ- 
ſary; as in the acute diſtempers of women with 
child, child-bed, or in other ſituations equally per- 
plexing. On theſe occaſions, fo far as I have been 
able to learn by experience, this medicine may be 
Exhibited with ſafety, and very good effects; pro- 
vided the cure 1s at firſt attempted by ſmall doſes. 
(five or ſix grains, for example), and theſe are re- 
peated, and increaſed-prudently, till the end is an- 
ſwered ; that is, till the fever ccaſes. 

_ Fevtxs in children are excited by various cau- 
ſes, all of which (teeth for example) it is not poſſi- 
| | | ble 
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ble to emos immediately by medicine; but what- 
ever be the ſource, the effects may be always mo- 
derated, or abſolutely taken away, by proper doſes 
of the Powder, prudently repeated. Three or four 
grains may be given with ſafety to a very young 
child; and the ſecond dofe ſhould be augmented, 
if the firſt has no ſenfible operations; and the fame 
caution ſhould he obſerved with reſpect to the third, 
if that ſhould be found neceſſary.

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Tux value of the Weſt-India eſtates ſhould ſeem 
to depend principally on the preſervation of the Ne- 
groes; becauſe land uncultivated ſo near the Line, 
and at ſuch a diſtance from London, would perhaps 
otherwiſe be of no great account. I therefore judged, 
that if my Powder proved as effectual in the cure of 
acute diſtempers in the Weſt-Indies as in England, 
it would contribute to the enrichment of that very 
valuable part of the Britiſh dominions. The event 
has verified my conjecture; for it is abundantly

In FEVERS. 


F the patient is of a ſtrong conſtitution, young, 
and full of blood, it is prudent to take away ten or 
twelve ounces; though this is not always abſolute- 
ly neceſſary, except in the beginning of a fever; 
for at the latter end of a fever, when the patient 13 
very weak. and exhauſted, bleeding may be pre- | 
judicial. If the patient is coſtive, give a clyſter, 


either of milk and brown ſugar, or of warm wa- 


ter, with a large ſpoonful of ſalt; or a ſtool may 
be procured by two drams or more of Jenitive elec- 
tuary, half or three quarters of an ounce of purg- 
ing ſalt, or from ten to twenty grains of rhubarb. 
But it is not meant here, that the patient ſhould be 
purged much, but only that coſtiveneſs ſhould be 


prevented. This part of the directions ought equally 


to be regarded in the treatment of every acute diſ- 
temper, when any kind of evacuations are intend- 


ed to be procured, not _— by the Powder, but by 


any 
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any other medicine whatever. The greateſt of the 
modern practical authots aſſert, that a neglect of 
bleeding before a vomit, or a purge, has ſent great 
numbers to the grave. This caution is of the more 
importance, when either this medicine, or any other 
is taken, becauſe many apothecaries, and lower prac- 
titioners in phyſic, frequently vomit or purge; or 
boch, without previous bleeding; alledging for a 
reaſon, that the pulſe is very low. But in this ſtate 
the lownels of the pulſe is a cauſe for bleeding, not 
againſt it, for reaſons very obvious to phy ſicians 
who underſtand their buſineſs, but too long for this 


place. [nu 


THrrRE are two papers of Powder ſealed up in 
each packet, containing about twenty grains each. 
Let the patient take, in bed, half or a third of 
one of theſe papers, mixed in a ſpoonful of pana- 
da, any ſyrup, jelly of currants, barley-water, 
gruel, or any ſort of tea; taking care that none of 
the Powder is left in the ſpoon: or rather, let it be 
made into a bolus with conſerve of orange: peel, or 
almoſt any other conſerve, or jelly. Let the pa- 
tient be kept warm during the operation, and drin 
now and then, at pleaſure; a baſon of any thin, dilu- 
ting liquor, warm; as gruel, barley- water, common 

milk whey without wine, or baum-tea. If it is 
attended with any ſenſible operation, as ſickneſs, 
purging, or ſweating, it is not neceſſary to repeat

as it is called. This is a moſt groſs miſtake, attended 
with very fatal conſequences; for at this time the 
diſtemper, as meaſles, is entirely over, and all the 
medicines in the world cannot recal them. Theſe 
heating medicines, therefore, increaſe the inflam- 
mation of the lungs, exaſperate the cough, and do

Taz method of treating the diſorder is this:

bleeding whenever the cough requires it; that is, 
hen it increaſes; and there are cafes when it is 
neceſſary five or ſix times, or even more. As the 
cough generally increaſes when the eruptions go 
off, at that time it is particularly requiſite to bleed, 
by the want of which many lives have been loſt; 
therefore repeat bleeding without the leaſt heſita- 


kind that will give a motion or two. I uſually 
preſcribe half a pint of chicken- water, and two 
tea · ſpoonfuls of common ſalt; but the Fever

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THERE are many diſtempers which affect chil- 
dren more dangerouſly than this,, but there are few 
more troubleſome. It is frequently of very long 
duration ;. infomuch that a child may have it for 
ſix or eight months. I think it always prudent to 
bleed in the beginning, and to keep the bowels 
clear by the clyſters, deſcribed above, but nothing 
is ſo efficacious as frequent vomits. The folution 
of emetic tartar, before deſcribed, is very elfec- 
tual; but I more ear preſcribe thus: EY 


Take of crabs oyes half a dram, of emetic tar- 
tar one grain; mix them well together, and divide 
them into three or four equal parts; let the child 
take one of theſe parts every day, every other day, 
or every third day, as the caſe requires. Frequent 
change of air has been found by experience t to be 
of great ſervice. 


The SMALL-Pox. 


In very young ſubjects there is no poſſibility 
of laying down any preciſe rules as to bleeding. 
It is otherwiſe with reſpect to keeping the 
bowels open, which ſhould be done at firſt by
